But with, the construction of specu- 
lative roads a province should have 
nothing to do, Where settlement has 
ulready taken place to some considers 
able extent in a district of well known 
and thoroughly proven capabilities—as 
in the Peace River district—it is en- 
tirely allowable to somewhat antici- 
pate development and provide the rail- 
way before the é@xisting traffic has 
reached a magnitude that assures the 
venture being immediately profitable 
Bullding a railway into a district of 
that characier is not speculating—it is 
simply providing the means with 
which the country would long ago 
have been settled and without which 
it never can be satisfactorily settled. 

But to put previncial or 
provincial credit into a railway to 
open up & country into which people 
fave not gone and are not going, 
pure'y in hope that if the railway is 
bulit they will go there, would be any- 
thing but advisable. For one thing, 
it would be Inducing railway deveiop- 
ment where it is not wanted at the 
expense of development where it is 
wanted, There is a limit to the num- 
ber of miles of railway which can be 
bullt in the province in a single sea- 
son, The effort should be to get the 
mileage where it is most needed—that 
is where the most people will suffer if 
not given relief, Alberta will have her 
hands full for many years te come in 
providing railways where they are 
pressingly needed to accommodate the 
people already in the country and con- 
tributing their share to its wealth and 
progress, without trying to force the 
settlement of unoccupied areas by 
the construction of ploneer roads 

And where railways are built on the 
guarantee of the province it would be 
manifestly unfair to pledge people 
#affering from lack of railways to pay 
for railways built where there are no 
people. 

It must be remembered, too, that 
the value of our gyarantee depends 
upon our not having to make good 
our obligations, If bonds guaranteed 
by the province are easier to sell than 
others this ts not only because the 
bond buyers are assured the return 
of thelr money.

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PREMIER LAURIER 
AGAIN IN-ALBERTA 


Sic Wilfrid And His Party Enthus- 
& iastically Received in Macleod 
and Lethbribge 


Lethbridge, Aug. 31.—Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier arrived in Southern Alberta 
for the concluding portion of his tour 
this morning. His train lay at the 
Crow's Nest over night. The Premier 
rose early the Nest 
mountain and. subsequently the vast 
Stretch of  boulder-covered 
country left by the devastating moun- 
tain slide at Frank two years ago. 
The coal industry, represented by a 
series of busy mines in full swing, was 
also inspected, 

The Premier parted with Hon. Wm 
Templeman, Raiph Smith and Senator 
Bostock, Who accompanied him on his 
British Columbia tour, at Fernie and

was joined this morning by Hon. 
Frank Oliver, Premier Sifton of Al- 
berta, who will travel with him 


through this province. 

The Premier's schedule has been 
changed, Instead of proceeding again 
to Calgary and Edmonton and travel- 


ling thence to Winnipeg over the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, his train will 
run over the “anadian Pacific from 
Medicine Hat to Winnipeg. It is 
possible Hon. Geo, P. Graham will 
inspect the praire portion of the 
Transcontinental en route, to Pas 


Mission. 
Reception at Macleod, 

Macleod gave the Premier a cordial 
welcome, A_ procession with bands 
was formed through decorated streets 
to the city hall, where addresses were 
delivered from a platform to a gath- 
ering of three thousand, The civic 
address asked for a new post office 
try left by the devastating moun- 
Replying Sir Wilfrid Laurier con- 
fessed he was retracting his steps 
eastward and somewhat regretfully. 
and a change of Indian settlement. 
The West had done him good men- 


tally and physically. 

“I left Ottawa an optimist, I re- 
turn an enthusiast,”” he stated. 

He refered to the problems of im 


migration and transportation as those 
demanding the attention of the gov- 
ernment @nd. people. The question 
of improved postal facilities was 
everywhere. acute. 

“The West has grown so fast that 
the department has not been able to 
keep pace,’ was his eomment. The 
matter would be grappled with on 
the return of the postmaster-general. 
The situation regarding the Indians 
would be looked into. “But nothing 
will be done to interfere with the 
rights of the aborigines.” 

Hon, Frank Oliver's Address, 

Hon. Frank Oliver, dealing with 
the Indian reserve question, announ- 
ced that an agreement had been 
reached with the Blackfeet for the 
transfer of a portion of the reserve 
of Peigans had been bought from 
that tribe and in course of time the 
minister thought the whole question 
would be Satisfactorily adjusted. 
Macleod has reserves on three sides 
of the town. Hon, Mr, Oliver added 
that he knew Macleod when it was a 
buffalo country, when it was a cow 
country and now knew it as the cen- 
ire of the winter wheat country. 
There had been a conflict of interests 
as these successive changes took 
place, but they had been made with 
a minimum of friction. 

Is Criticized Anyway. 

Premier Laurier referred humor- 
ously to the demands made upon him 
during his tour. When he refused 
a request he was said to be stingy, 
when he granted one he was termed 
extravagant. In cases where the 
needs: of the people and a growing 
Canada warranted, he would take his 
chance of being accused of extrava- 
gance, 

Premier Sifton spoke briefly, and 
at # later stage in the program E, M. 
MacDonald stated that the time would 
come when another provincial pre- 
niler ~ would be called to ‘serve the 
Dominion at Ottawa. 

Lethbridge is en fete. Iminense 
gatherings greeted the arrival of the 
Premier's train and with bands and 
mounted police the Premier was es- 
corted to the decked platform ad- 
joining the depot, where the civic ad- 
dresses were presented. Expressions 
of free trade sentiment and anxiety 
fot reciprocal relations with the Un- 
ited States were renewed, 

The Premier made appreciative re- 
ferences to the presence of John Her- 
ron and C. A, Magrath, Conservative 
members present at the Macleod and 
Léethbridge receptions. At the Leth- 
bridge receptiof& five thousand assem- 
bled in the civic square in the after- 
noon, where H. A; Driggs, on behalf 
of the United States settlersan south- 
ern Alberta, presented an address 
setting forth their satisfaction and 
loyalty for the country of their 
udoption. 

™ the eourse.of.his address Sir 
Wilfrid alluded to the fact that in 
spite of a hostilé tariff, Alberta had 
secured a large market for her coal 
in Montana. 

“This; said he, “is sufficient of an 
advantage to be secured by an im: 
provement of the commercial rela- 
tlons. I do not think they are now 
stich as to do fionor to either coun- 
try.” 

Now Up to the U. 8, 

Canada had done her part and 
was now for the United States 
take the initiative.
